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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The newly claimed "first" and "second reference 
surface", "corresponding surface group", and error determination are new limitations which require further search and consideration. 

Additionally, Applicants appear to claim "a control section" that performs an error determination by creating a corresponding surface group, 
however the specification appears to teach that a human operator performs this step (spec, page 29, line 28 - page 30, line 18). Applicants 
do not appear to have invented "a control section" according to the language of the independent claims. The "modules" of claims 1 7-21 
appear to have a similar deficiency. 

Additionally, the amendments to at least claims 12 and 13 have significant typographical errors. 

Additionally, claim language such as "a control section which creates a corresponding surface group to determine if there are errors in the 
shape caused arising from second reference surface" [claim 11] appear to be vague and indefinite. It is unclear whether Applicants claim a 
separate step of determining an error (using a corresponding surface group?) and it is unclear what type of errors are to be found. This 
type of language is found in several claims. 
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
